An Earlier Castle. 


Randa. had been the soul of the resist- 
ance in Antrim, but had been forced to 
submit in the preceding year. He had a 
number of castles in various parts of the 
county—it was probably to Dunanynie, 
near Ballycastle, that he brought his 
youthful bride—but these were strong- 
holds, built for war, and there was now 
an end to that old song. So his beautiful 
abode of Glenarm came into being, and as 
its stones went up a broad tract of wild 
land up the glen was walled in to make a 
deer park; for (like William the 
Conqueror), “he loved the tall deer as if 
he were their father.” 

An earlier castle had been held by the 
MacDonnells in Glenarm. It was built 

the Norman Bysets in the time of 
enry III., but the authority, and even 
the name, of Byset had long before 
vanished from the place. This castle was 
deliberately broken down by the Mac- 
Donnells in 1597, as we find Sir John 
Chichester complaining in a letter from 
Carrickfergus to Lord Burghley, in order 
to concentrate their defensive position at 
Dunluce. It stood in the very centre of 
the village of Glenarm, but no trace of 
the building has been left. 


Ualuable Documents. 


When Sir Randle McDonnell’s castle 
was finished—I use his own spelling of 
the name in English—he was Viscount 
Dunluce and Earl of Antrim. Elizabeth’s 
successor, King James VI. of Scotland, 
was an old friend of his, and this friend- 
ship was repaid by unflinching loyalty to 
latet Stuart kings in all their difficulties. 

Lord Antrim, when he returns home to- 
day to see the ruin of his ancestral castle, 
will have-to deplore the loss of valuable 
pieces of art and all the objects that go to 
the embellishment of a home. It is 
earnestly to be hoped that the priceless 
family papers: which it contained have 
been preserved. 

It was from these that Hill half-a- 
century. ago was enabled to correct many 
mistakes made by oth IEA 

arding the reign o atles I. 
nae not ind ‘in the State papers 
the period calendared for the Rolls Series 
by Dr. Russell, of Maynooth, and 
Prendergast, the historian, of the Crom- 
wellian settlement.

Hail, Caesar ! 


Signor Mussolini’s little difference with 


the Pope on some points of religious 


history, the control of education, and the 
nature of the State, will not, evidently, 
affect thé erection of the huge monolith of 
Carrara marble which is now being pre- 
pared for pleding in 
one of the public 
gardens of Rome. 
This enormous mass 
of marble has been 
in preparation now 
for some years, and 
it gs not expected to 
be ready for its place 
until ‘the middle of 
mext year at the 
earliest. By that time 
the differences may 
have been composed. 

This great monu- 
ment consists of 450 
tons of white Carrara 
marble. It is a great block of white stone, 
which is to form a four-sided pillar with 
a diagonal point at the top like the 

tian obelisks. When in position it 
will resemble somewhat our Wellington 
Monument in the Phenix Park, but it 
will be enormously bigger in every way. 
The great block of stone has to be trans- 
ported about 200 miles from the quarries 
to Rome, and ‘a special lighter had to be 
built to take it along the coast. The 
marble was quarried at 2,450 feet above 
sea-level, and forty teams of oxen took 
eight months to trail it to the coast over 
stout baulks of timber. 

This is the greatest block of marble ever 
known to be cut. It is to be very nearly 
equal in height to the tallest Begptian 
obelisk in Rome, those in St. Peter's 
square, the Piazza del Popolo, and the 
Square of the Lateran, and will be erected 
in the Farnese Gardens, near that Milvio 
ae which was blown up by Garibaldi 
in effort to enter Rome si years 
ago.

Ugly Hoardings. 


A correspondent writes:—While nobody 
wishes to limit the reasonable use of ad- 
vertisement; there should be some restric- 
tion as to the places where advertisements 
may be exhibited. Dublin, particularly 
on the main lines of approach to the 
suburban districts, is plastered with 
hoardings, many of which come as a shock 
to the eye when it has feasted on the more 
agreeable aspects of a pleasant thorough- 
fare. Many English Councils have 
sought to preserves their suburban and 
rural amenities by incorporating bye-laws 
which make it an offence to exhibit signs 
which are not in harmony with the 
natural beatities of the district. I was 
interested to see that the first prosecutions 
of this kind have taken place in Wales, 
where an advertising firm has been fined 
for erecting unsightly posters, while 
certain farmers who permitted their land 
to be used for this purpose have been 
cautioned. It will probably be a long 
time before such an example is followed in 
Ireland, since the mentality that delights 
in censorship is rarely on the alert where 
a display of ugliness is conterned. 


Ruins and Rubbish Heaps. 


The people who set up and maintain 
unsightly hoardings, however, are not the 
only offenders against civic dignity. There 
are also the owners of the tumble-down 
dwellings and rubbish heaps that form 
hideous gaps in many of our streets. In 
the city this is probably part of the slum 
problem, but in the suburban districts 
such land is often held up from building 
in the expectation of a higher price. Some 
bad examples exist between Kingstown 
and Dalkey. One way of dealing with 
this question would be to levy a special 
rate on frontages that were not made to 
serve some useful or even ornamental pur- 
pose. The imposition of such a rate 
would surely be justified. 


Clootie’s Crofts. 


I was visiting. a while ago a friend 
who has an estate in Northern Ireland. 
Walking the land together one day I 
was surprised to see two portions cf land 
abutfing on the road, each large enough to 
harbour a cottage and garden, fen off 
and idle, producing lush grass and weeds 
alone. Phe ‘geen. | IT IER the idea 
of common land, an could conceive no 
earthly reason why an otherwise keen 
man should be content to leave these 
blemishes on his property. On enquiry, 
I found that he was not content, and the 
reason was not earthly. When he had 
taken over, he told me, he found the 
parcels of land as they now were. He 
wanted to do something with them; but 
his men would not work there or drive 
cattle there; when he was persistent, they 
were disinclined to work at all for him, 
and he could find no one to rent the 

laces or build on them. He is an 
Englishman, and was considerably 
irritated at what he called irrationality. 
The locality was strongly Scottish, but 
people would not look at the land even for 
a song. At last an ancient labourer told 
him that they were “auld _ clootie’s 
crofts,’’ that is, were left free-hold to 
the devil. To infringe his rights was 
disastrous. He had to bow to ion, 
and later discovered that in the i 
Highlands these devil’s holdings are com- 
paratively common, though there not

of the House of Austria and the Spaniards.”’ 

When che pager | of the Pope was 
rejected the Kings of England fell back on 
the older law which required them to 
administer penalties for lack of uniformity on 
the advice of the bishops and the ecclesiastical 


authorities of the country. This explains the

observes that King George has abandoned 
any claim to impose his religion on dissidents, 
It would be interesting if” he assure 
us that the Papal claim of jurisdiction over 
Protestants has likewise been abandoned.
